The newly formed Marine 
W orld Corp., of which Ehrlich 
is treasurer and counsel, de­ 
posited a $25,000 check with 
Mill Valley today “as evidence 
of good faith.” It promises to 
spend a minimum million and 
a half on the m arine exhibition 
b u t expects the am ount to be 
th ree or four million while 
oth er proposals are also made: 
1. To take over m anagem ent 
of the proposed

2. To develop a Florida-type

heard a loud crash, then saw 
the car flying through the air. 
The roadster tended on its 
top and rolled to the right, 
throw ing the driver out before 
stopping on its wheels. Mish­ 
kind’s body lay six feet from 
the car. He had struck on his 
head at a point covered with 
red rock. 
M ishkind was dead on arriv- 
a1 at Marin G eneral Hospital.

by-eight inch post knocking it 
out of its hole. It was at the 
end of a length of steel railing, 
10 feet of which was bent 
back w ith the post still at­ 
tached.

roads in Muir Woods National 
Monument and for dredging of 
Bolinas Harbor is included in 
President John F. Kennedy’s 
budget requests, presented to 
Congress today.

PLUNGE OFF HIGHWAY 
Marin Youth Dies 
In Roadster Crash 


A 21-year-old Belvedere stu­ 
dent was killed instantly early 
today when his sports roadster 
plunged off 'Highway 101 to 
crash onto the Sausalito later­ 
al below. (See also photo, on 
page 10.) 
Two California Highway Pat­ 
rolmen who witnessed the ac­ 
cident from below estimated 
that the car traveled 75 to 100 
feet through the air. 
Jeffery Michael Mishkind of 
35 Bellevue Avenue, the vic­ 
tim, was returning to Marin 
from San Francisco at 1:50 
a.m. 
His death was Marin coun­ 
ty’s second highway fatality 
of this year as compared with 
one at this time last year. 
Investigation indicated that 
Mishkind’s car possibly hit 
the divider as he was traveling 
in the left lane. 
Traveling behind the Mish­ 
kind car, Gary De Soto of 43 
Knight Drive, San Rafael, not­ 
iced Mishkind’s vehicle weav­ 
ing severely —it struck the 
guard rail at the south end of 
the bridge which passes over 
the Sausalito lateral, bent the 
rail and somersaulted over it 
to the road below. 
Highway Patrolmen V. C. 
Weimer and C. C. Woodworth 
were 
parked 
below. 
They 
heard a loud crash, then saw 
the car flying through the air. 
The roadster landed on its 
top and rolled to the right, 
throwing the driver out before 
stopping on its wheels. Mish­ 
kind’s body lay six feet from 
the car. He had struck on his 
head at a point covered with 
red rock. 
Mishkind was dead on arriv- 
a1 at Marin General Hospital. 
Investigation 
showed 
that 
the car had first hit an, eight- 
by-eight inch post knocking it 
out of its hole. It was at the 
end of a length of steel railing. 
10 feet of which was bent 
back with the post still at­ 
tached. 
A sign designating the Sausa­ 


lito undercrossing bridge was 
sheared off 
After knocking out the rail, 
the car had traveled 15 feet 
across loose red rock east of 
the highway before going off 
the embankment. 
Mishkind was a student at 
City College of San Francisco. 
He was a son of Charles T. and 
Elizabeth Pearl Mishkind. He 
is survived by his parents and 
a sister, Loriann, 24, at the 
Belvedere address.

Echavarria, 37. They said the 
Kennedy administration is de­ 
termined to oppose revival of 
strongman rule in Santo Do­ 
mingo and is planning strong 
measures should the new gov­ 
ernment prove to be a military 
dictatorship. 


The junta decreed a modi­ 
fied form of martial law, sus­ 
pending civil guarantees, and 
imposed a dusk to dawn cur­ 
few’. 


Heavily armed troops pa­ 
trolled the capital streets. But 
tanks and more troops had to 
be called out yesterday to 
break up a student demonstra­ 
tion protesting the swift gov­ 
ernment change the night be­ 
fore.

SACRAMENTO W — E. R. | 
Stallings, San Mateo County j 
manager, says the multitude of ‘

assessment 
districts 
within California counties pre­ 
sents “a completely unintelligi­ 
ble picture to the voters.” 


Stallings testified before the 
Assembly Interim Committee 
on Municipal and County Gov­ 
ernment yesterday on a bill 
that would help county boards 
of supervisors consolidate such 
districts.

Asteroid Bomb 
Would Shatter 
A Continent 


WASHINGTON 
UP — The 
grim concept of an asteriod 
bomb—a continent-shattering 
weapon produced by divert­ 
ing a tiny planet from its orbit 
so it would strike the earth— 
w a s introduced today by ^ 
space scientist. 
Dandridge M. Cole of Gen­ 
eral 
Electric’s 
missile 
and 
space vehicle department said 
such a 
cataclysmic weapon 
might be developed sometime 
after 1970. 
The theory involves using a 
Nova-class rocket to carry a 
crew of men or remotely con­ 
trolled devices to one of the 
“c 1 o s e-approach” 
asteroids 
whose orbits sometimes carry 
them between the earth and 
the planet Mars. 
The idea would be to ex­ 
plode a number of hydrogen 
bombs on the surface of the 
asteroid in such a way that the 
tiny planet would be kicked out 
of its orbit and pushed toward 
the earth—striking with the 
force of several million mega­ 
ton-type H-bombs. 
• 
In a report prepared for the 
eighth annual meeting of the 
American Astronautical Socie­ 
ty, Cole said: “The energy re­ 
lease at impact on the earth 
would be on the order of 1,000 
times as great as the energy of 
a multi-megaton bomb which 
could be carried by the same 
Nova-class vehicle on an ICBM 
trajectory to the same target. 
“This unusual weapon sys­ 
tem shares with the biological 
weapons the possibility f o r 
masquerading as 
a 
natural 
catastrophe. The a t t a c k e r 
could hope to escape blame 
and retribution from surviving 
retaliation forces.” 
He said that while such an 
irrevelent meddling with cos­ 
mic forces may seem highly 
implausible or even impossible 
on superficial examination,” 
such a system should be feasi­ 
ble 
Cole said: “If it is assumed 
that the Russians would like to 
obliterate the United States 
and run little risk of retalia­ 
tion, then they would reason- 
a b 1 y consider the use of a 
close-approacb 
asteroid f o r 
this purpose.’»

Medical Plan 


Is Revealed 
CHICAGO GB—A new low- 
cost medical and surgical in­ 
surance plan for the aged has 
been announced by B l u e 
Shield, a nationwide insurance 
program, and the American 
Medical Assn. 
The plan, announced yester­ 
day, would provide benefits 
for all persons over 65 for as 
low as three dollars a month. 
It must be approved and work­ 
ed out by the 69 Blue Shield 
affiliates and local and county 
medical groups. 
The AMA said it is recom­ 
mending that all state medical 
societies cooperate fully with 
their local Blue Shield affili­ 
ates to put the plan into opera­ 
tion as soon as possible. 
First reaction from a few 
officials of medical groups was 
generally in favor of the pro­ 
gram. 
The proposal, with o n e 
agreed upon less than tw o 
weeks ago by 4:1)1 American 
Hospital Assn. and the Blue 
Cross Assn., completes organ­ 
ized medicine’s answer to the 
president’s plan to place health 
care for the aged under Social 
Security. 
The .AHA and Blue Cross 
agreed on a private hospitali­ 
zation plan for retired persons 
over 65—to cost $10 to $12 
per person per month—under 
which the federal government 
would be asked to pay the pre­ 
miums for all those unable to 
do so. 
The principle of ability to 
pay, with the most assistance 
to the needy, is involved in 
both plans. 
Blue Cross is a hospitali­ 
zation insurance plan while 
Blue Shield covers specified 
medical sendees.

But authoritative reports fil­ 
tering through the strict Do­ 
minican censorship said the 
real strongman is the armed 
forces chief, Gen. Pedro Rodri­ 
quez Echavarria. 
In Washington, State De­ 
partment officials said the jun­ 
ta appeared to be completely 
under the power of Rodriquez 


Echavarria, 37. They said the 
Kennedy administration is de­ 
termined to oppose revival of 
strongman rule in Santo Do­ 
mingo and is planning strong 
measures should the new gov­ 
ernment prove to be a military 
dictatorship. 
The junta decreed a modi­ 
fied form of martial law, sus­ 
pending civil guarantees, and 
imposed a dusk to dawn cur­ 
few. 
Heavily armed troops pa­ 
trolled the capital streets. But 
tanks and more troops had to 
be called out yesterday to 
break up a student demonstra­ 
tion protesting the swift gov­ 
ernment change the night be­ 
fore.

In State Called Unintelligible 
SACRAMENTO GP> — E. R. 
Stallings, San Mateo County 
manager, says the multitude of 
special assessment districts 
within California counties pre­ 
sents “a completely unintelligi­ 
ble picture to the voters.” 
Stallings testified before the 
Assembly Interim Committee 
on Municipal and County Gov­ 
ernment yesterday on a bill 
that would help county boards 
of supervisors consolidate such 
districts.

Asteroid Bomb 


Would Shatter 
A Continent 
WASHINGTON 
(*> — The 
grim concept of an asteriod 
bomb—a continent-shattering 
weapon produced by divert­ 
ing a tiny planet from its orbit 
so it would strike the earth— 
w as introduced today by a 
space scientist. 
Dandridge M. Cole of Gen­ 
eral Electric’s missile and 
space vehicle department said 
such a cataclysmic weapon 
might be developed sometime 
after 1970. 
The theory involves using a 
Nova-class rocket to carry a 
crew of men or remotely con­ 
trolled devices to one of the 
“c 1 o s e-approach” 
asteroids 
whose orbits sometimes carry 
them between the earth and 
the planet Mars. 
The idea would be to ex­ 
plode a number of hydrogen 
bombs on the surface of the 
asteroid in such a way that the 
tiny planet would be kicked out 
of its orbit and pushed toward 
the earth—striking with the 
force of several million mega­ 
ton-type H-bombs. 
• 
In a report prepared for the 
eighth annual meeting of the 
American Astronautical Socie­ 
ty, Cole said: “The energy re­ 
lease at impact on the earth 
would be on the order of 1,000 
times as great as the energy of 
a multi-megaton bomb which 
could be carried by the same 
Nova-class vehicle on an ICBM 
trajectory to the same target. 
“This unusual weapon sys­ 
tem shares with the biological 
weapons the possibility f o r 
masquerading as a natural 
catastrophe. The a t t a c k e r 
could hope to escape blame 
and retribution from surviving 
retaliation forces.” 
He said that while such an 
irrevelent meddling with cos­ 
mic forces may seem highly 
implausible or even impossible 
on superficial examination,” 
such a system should be feasi­ 
bleCole said: “If it is assumed 
that the Russians would like to 
obliterate the United States 
and run little risk of retalia­ 
tion, then they would reason- 
a b 1 y consider the use of a 
close-approacb asteroid f o r 
this purpose.’»

VANCOUVER (jfl—Churches, 
like homes, should be designed 
for those who live in them, says 
architect William Wilding. 
Color, light, fabric and the 
use of appropriate wood can in­ 
duce a worshipful response on 
the part of the churchgoer, just 
as a well-planned home gives a 
sense of warmth and security 
to a family, he says. 
Wilding says the order of 
service of the church should 
have an effect on the design of 
the building: 
“Some 
denominations 
re­ 
quire a church that could al­ 
most be classed as an audi­ 
torium, others with a strong 
emphasis on liturgy require 
focusing of the main attention 
on the chancel and the minis­ 
ter.”

Among the beliefs: 
College today should be fit­ 
ted to the student, rather than 
the student to the college. Tail­ 
or the teaching to the capabil- 
iy of the individual student, 
rather than force him to strug­ 
gle through a traditional cur­ 


riculum devised long ago and 
including courses the student 
doesn’t need or want. 
Ninety per cent of today’s 
youngsters are fully capable of 
doing college work, and ought 
to have a chance. Many educat­ 
ors put the top figure at 30 
per cent. Actually, only about 
5 per cent now attend. 
Parents should quit giving 
their children allowances and 
insist that they work for their 
spending money. 
Youngsters 
t h e m s e l v e s 
should be able ot pay from one- 
half to two-thirds of the cost 
of their college education. 
The time to statr getting a 
boy or girl ready for college is 
at the age of nine. 
Education has all but ig­ 
nored something the nation 
needs the most. That is train­ 
ing for people to think ahead, 
far ahead; to peer into the fu­ 
ture and anticipate what man’s 
needs will be. Thus the foun­ 
dation can be laid now for pro­ 
viding them.

served 10 years at NYU, five 
as president.

Hall, a candidate for state 
superintendent of public in­ 
struction, told the combined 
gathering of Kentfield School 
District Parent - Teacher Assn. 
units that the policy set by the 
state legislature is to encour­ 
age school district reorganiza­ 
tion through local study and 
local approval by election. 
He said the state board of 
education hopes that such re­ 
organization to form unified 
districts may result in: 
1. More effective coordina­ 
tion among the schools taking 
a c h i l d from kindergarten 
through 12th grade. 
2. More efficient use of pub­ 
lic funds through the school 
district's operating at “more 
reasonable unit costs.” 
3. Better and more equal op­ 
portunity for all students by 
providing the curriculum or 
special services not possible in 
smaller districts. 
4. Equalization of resources 
of one local area throughout 
the district. 
Hall said unification, which 
he explained was the forming 
of a school district including 
elementary and high schools, 
does not necessarily result in 
saving money, 
“We do believe that the pub­ 
lic will get more for its money 
under a unified program, but 
do not contend that total dol­ 
lars will be saved by such a 
change,” said Hall, who is cur­ 
rently associate superintendent 
of public instruction and for 


seven years was Marin County 
superintendent of schools. He 
said that through unification 
less money would be spent on 
administrative costs and more 
would be available for the in­ 
structional program. 
He said t h a t unification 
would result in more freedom 
to develop guidance counseling 
coordinated through a child’s 
entire school career, that ad­ 
ministrative and transportation 
overlaps would be eliminated, 
and that curriculum, building 
use and special classes could 
be tailored to the particular 
district’s needs, with increased 
flexibility. 
Hall said school district uni­ 
fication can lead to greater lo­ 
cal control. When a district is 
strong enough to meet its prob­ 
lems and needs, the state and 
county boards of education will 
happily leave it alone, he de­ 
clared.

The attempt to launch Astro-1 
naut John H. Glenn Jr. into j 
orbit about the earth is sched- ¡ 
uled for Wednesday, and on 
Wednesday or Thursday the 
Navy will try to boost aloft 
five satellites with a single 
rocket. 
The Glenn

satellite firings have not been 
announced officially. But the

Space Administration released 
details today on the Ranger 
moon shot. 
Monday is the first day of a 


five-day period in which the |

If the Atlas- 
Agena B booster rocket is not 
fired in this time, the shot will 
be postponed until the next 
optimum period, which/ occurs 
every 28 days.

It s a habit in many localities to pre­ 
dict rosy increases in tourist travel due 
to the increased sales of automobiles. 
Some even still cite the five-day week as 
reasons why the world on w h e e l s is 
heading for their areas. 
It is the practice of the Redwood Em­ 
pire Association to give some study to 
such trends— but throughout its busy 
history of stimulating travel along the 
North Coast, REA has depended more 
upon long range planning to make the 
Redwood Empire more attractive to vis­ 
itors.

SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) — 
Publication of a report en­ 
titled “California Going, Go­ 
ing . . 
by an organization 
known as “California Tomor­ 
row” is serving to point up 
some of the major problems 
in planning now extant in this 
state. 
The report, financed pri­ 
vately, outlines the state's 


struggle to remain beautiful 
and productive against tre­ 
mendous odds. 
Primarily, the lack of co­ 
ordinated planning between 
government agencies at all 
levels, and the resultant blots

NEW YORK (UPD—Regarding 
the future chances for people 
living longer than they live 
now and to remain healthily 
active in old age, there were 
only nine deaths in the past 
two years among 256 persons 
who had been taking large 
doses of t h y r o i d hormone 
daily for five years or more. 
None had had much life ex­ 
pectancy because of marked 
“hardening” , of the arteries. 
The theory behind the statis­ 
tics is that plentiful dosing 
with 
thyroid 
hormone pre­ 
serves aging arteries by cor­ 
recting imbalances in body 
chemistry which are provoked 
by aging. 
What this shows in regard to 
longevity is a matter for con­ 
jecture. However, in the view 
of the physician who prescrib­ 
ed all this thyroid for so many 
people for so long a time, it at 
least shows the hormone is 
completely safe for prolonged 
medicinal use when “de-fang- 
ed” chemically. 
Many doctors doubt it can be' 
really “de-fanged.” It is a na­ 
tural body chemical, secreted 
by the thyroid gland. 
Any 
given from the outside as med­ 
icine is added to the natural 
supply. In body chemistry it 
has enormous potency. A very 
little goes a long way. 
It regulates intricate and 
continuous chemical processes 
which 
add 
up to vigorous 
health when they’re going well. 
Too much of it produces alarm­ 
ing “side effects.”

The reason, said Gilbert, is that most were 
predatory bluegills, which had killed off the bass in 
the lake. “W e’ve hardly any good bass left," he said. 
When the water has risen sufficiently from 
winter rains, the state will restock the lake with 
large-mouth bass and red-ear sunfish. 
One problem remains for the water district; 
What to do with the dead fish.

In the first place, the p^Json used will dissipate 
within a week, said Gilbert. 
In the second place, Novatans aren’t drinking 
Stafford Lake water now. They’re drinking Russian 
River water, arriving through the new pipeline from 
Petaluma. 
The fish in the lake were poisoned with ro- 
tenone. The reason, said Gilbert, is that most were 
predatory bluegills, which had killed off the bass in 
the lake. “We’ve hardly any good bass left,” he said. 
When the water has risen sufficiently from 
winter rains, the state will restock the lake with 
large-mouth bass and red-ear sunfish. 
One problem remains for the water district: 
What to do with the dead fish.

CAIRO (UPD — Medical sci-;

From Egypt came the earli­ 
est medical books, the first ob­ 
servations ol medical anatomy 
and the first experiments in 
surgery and pharmacy. 
Many now well known drugs 
were first used by the Egypt­ 
ians.

In operations, surgeons used 
red-hot instruments to check 
bleeding. In healing wounds, 
they made use of different oint­ 
ments, especially a mixture of 
oil and honey. 


The mind doctors inspired 
their patients psychically and 
narrated stories, recited pray­ 
ers and used exorcisms to help 
their patients 
regain 
inner 
strength and confidence. 
Spells also were recited on 
applying a salve, or loosening a 
bandage and on drinking medi­ 
cine. These were not intended 
to replace the medical treat­ 
ment but to supplement it. It 
was believed that faith in the 
effect of the remedy greatly 
contributed to the restoration 
of health. 
Bandages were made of linen 
and manufactured by the em­ 
balming trade for surgical use. 
Medicaments applied extern­ 
ally almost always were band­ 
aged on. Mummification de­ 
veloped a high skill in bandag­ 
ing. 
Plugs or swabs of linen were 
inserted into the nostrils in 
cases of injury to the nose, 
both for the purpose of clean­ 
ing and applying medication. 
Adhesive plaster, made of 
bands or strips of liner, was 
applied 
transversely 
across 
large flesh wounds to bring 
the edges together. Surgical 
stitching also was used on 
wounds. 
Cauterization was employed 


in cases of unidentified tumors 
or ulcers. 
For ordinary wounds, a fa­ 
vorable remedy was fresh meat 
applied to the wound the first 
day, but no longer, and usually 
followed by a daily application 
of lint saturated with an oint­ 
ment of grease and honey. 


ROME (UPD—As famous as the 
Seven Hills, and,apparently just 
as eternal, are th* c a t s of 
Rome. 
There are legions of them. 
And they have» survived 
Ro­ 
man Imperialism, pestilence, 
famine, kingdoms, invasions, 
Fascism and world wars. 
Estimates 
of

monly large cat population in 
Rome run as high as one mil­ 
lion, or half the human popula­ 
tion of the ancient city.

T h e r e are “characteristic” 
types of cats in Rome, depend­ 
ing on where they live. 
The roughest and toughest 
are found in the damp cellars 
and dungeons of the almost 
2,000-year-old Colosseum. 
The Colosseum seems to be 
the favorite place of Romans to 
drop the five or six or more 
kittens they don’t want. 
Maybe that 
makes this 
breed the toughest in all of 
Rome — survival of the fit­ 
test. 
Down the road from the Col­ 
osseum lives another exclusive 
breed—the cats of the ruins of 
the Roman Forum. They are 
tough too, but a bit more do­ 
mesticated. 
Regarded as the most gentle 
and sophisticated of Roman 
cats are the vast colonies living 
around the Piazza Navona and 
the

Margutta, 
w h e r e 
Rome’s artistic colony lives. 
The cats in the Piazza Na­ 
vona sun themselves on statues, 
stairs and monuments and en-

The mind doctors inspired 
their patients psychically and 
narrated stories, recited pray­ 
ers and used exorcisms to help 
their patients regain inner 
strength and confidence. 
Spells also were recited on 
applying a salve, or loosening a 
bandage and on drinking medi­ 
cine. These were not intended 
to replace the medical treat­ 
ment but to supplement it. It 
was believed that faith in the 
effect of the remedy greatly 
contributed to the restoration 
of health. 
Bandages were made of linen 
and manufactured by the em­ 
balming trade for surgical use. 
Medicaments applied extern­ 
ally almost always were band­ 
aged on. Mummification de­ 
veloped a high skill in bandag­ 
ing. 
Plugs or swabs of linen were 
inserted into the nostrils in 
cases of injury to the nose, 
both for the purpose of clean­ 
ing and applying medication. 
Adhesive plaster, made of 
bands or strips of liner, was 
applied 
transversely 
across 
large flesh wounds to bring 
the edges together. Surgical 
stitching also was used on 
wounds. 


in cases of unidentified tumors 
or ulcers. 
For ordinary wounds, a fa­ 
vorable remedy was fresh meat 
applied to the wound the first 
day, but no longer, and usually 
followed by a daily application 
of lint saturated with an oint­ 
ment of grease and honey. 


ROME (UPD—As famous as the 
Seven Hills, and.apparently just 
as eternal, are th¿ c a t s of 
Rome.

lion, or half the human popula­ 
tion of the ancient city. 
T h e y are tolerated by Ro­ 
mans, more so than dogs or 
birds. 
Stray dogs get short shrift on j 
the cobblestoned streets of this 
city. They are quickly picked 
up and done away with. 
Not so with cats, which seem 
to live a charmed life and re­ 
gard Rome as an “open city” as 
far as their existence is con­ 
cerned. 
It was not always so. 
Shortly before the war, an 
over-zealous Fascist minister 
ordered all cats “deported” 
from Rome. He felt they w ere, 
“infesting” the Colosseum, the 
Roman Forum, the Pantheon 
and the ruins of the ancient 
city. Their number, he said, was 
getting out of hand. 
Truckloads of cats of all 
sizes and colors were collect­ 
ed and taken down to the 
Pontine marshes, south of the 
city and released. 
The story goes that a good 50 
per cent of the “deportees” re­ 
turned to their favorite ancient 
haunts. 


T h e r e are “characteristic” 
types of cats in Rome, depend­ 
ing on where they live. 
The roughest and toughest 
are found in the damp cellars 
and dungeons of the almost 
2,000-year-old Colosseum. 
The Colosseum seems to be 
the favorite place of Romans to 
drop the five or six or more 
kittens they don’t want. 
Maybe that makes 
this 
breed the toughest in all of 
Rome — survival of the fit­ 
test. 
Down the road from the Col­ 
osseum lives another exclusive 
breed—the cats of the ruins of 
the Roman Forum. They are 
tough too, but a bit more do­ 
mesticated. 
Regarded as the most gentle 
and sophisticated of Roman 
cats are the vast colonies living 
around the Piazza Navona and 
the Via Margutta, 
w h e r e 
Rome’s artistic colony lives. 
The cats in the Piazza Na- 
< vona sun themselves on statues, 
stairs and monuments and en­ 
trances to churches waiting for 
feeding time. That comes when 
the sidewalk meat, f i s h and 
vegetable stalls close down in 
mid-morning. 
As if at a signal, the cats 
dart down to the stalls for 
the left-overs, eat their fill 
and purr back contentedly 
for their afternoon siesta. 
Even more diverting is feed­ 
ing time on the Via Margutta, 
where thoughtful old women 
bring down plates of food for 
the stray cats about noon daily.

A bank spokesman empha­ 
sized that “these are not sur­ 
veys of British East Africa as 
such—but of separate coun­ 
tries.” 
The bank has loaned 800 mil­ 
lion dollars in Africa. But 200 
million dollars went to the 
long-ago emerged Union of 
South Africa and much of the 
rest was loaned through colo­ 
nial powers. 
Bank membership is expect­ 
ed to increase soon from 70 to 
€0, largely because of new Af­
